A second report fom the select com-

mittee, on thesuject of retrenchment in
the house of representatives, recommends
to congress to shew the praise worthy
example ot first reducing the pay of their
own mrmbers to the old standard of six
dollars per dirm, and the old allowance
for m leae, Sec. It is calculated that
this reduction, tog-th-

er with a corres-

pondent one made :n the salaries of le

g'slafvc clerks, will airi'unt to the
handsome annual saving ot 100 000 dol
lars. This recommendation, we thmk,
entitles the committee to credi' - They
propose to begin the work of economy
in the right place. First try the princi-
ple in congress, and it the members con-

sent to reduce their own pay, then vth
a clear conscience thev can prescribe the
Rame regimen tor the other departments
of the government But if the schema
of rctrenchmrnt fad here, in the name ot
heav en let them forbear let them to
consistency's sake, keep their hands off
the executive ofTu.ers, and institutions of
the country. It they canno: dispense
wnh sugar plums themselves, let thmi
not take away bread from others. This
report, as we understand it, forms part
of a plan ot general economy in our civ-
